The county voted a bond issue of !|<'J")(t,(»n() f()r 
Nchuol purposes. With funds thus raised, leu eon- 
solidat(>d rural school i)lants were built and 
equipped. These buildings are furnished with elee 
trie liirhts. water works, steam licit, and have li- 
braries, music room aud audilorum. All have 
athletic Qclds, and the schools are now arranging 
for athletic meets at which eompering teams from 
e;i<'li school w ill .ippear. Kach school has its train- 
ed teacher of ilomestic science, and a full cipiip- 
ment for mnnnal training, with a competent in 
structor in eliai 'j;.'. 

Two school banks have been organized and are 
in operation; the Victrola is l)eing introduced to 
good advantage; mothers' classes in domestic sei- 
om-e meet at the school in the afternoon on pertain 
days in the week, aud arc enthusiastieally attend- 
ed by the school mothers. There is, of course, a 
Very low percentage of illiteracy in this county, 
but the supeiitendeiit and teaehers are planning a 
caiiipaigu whieli will not <'nil until every ])erson 
in the county can read and write. 

.More than ball the schools iu Shelliy coiinly. 
Tennessee, are iiegi'o .sehool.s. Kach school has a 
kitchen, built by the negroes themselves, aud the 
l>uipls arc given competent instruction in the house 
iiidd arts. So far as we know, this is the tirsi 
county in the I'uited States to hold a ucgro indiis. 
trial institute, at which sewing, cooking, laundry 
work, pte., were taught. It is the intention of the 
County Su|)eriii1eiident to niiike of cieh school a 
model of good hoii.sekeeping in point uf tasteful, 
appropriate equipment, and in care.

W illiams, sueeoeded her sistt r. Miss Mabel Wil- 
liams, who resigned to lake up practical home- 
building iu her own right. The su]>erintendent take* 
her work seriously, bnt joyously.
